THE EXAMPLE OF METZ,

The second notlee announces the fall of Mets,
from want of provisions and smmunition, laying the
blame upon the Emlpt-rnr.

ROCHEFORT'S APPEALS UNHEEDED.

Rochefort appears, pale amnd agitated, at ope of
the windows, and tries to speak., The mob shout
and refuge to hear him. He writes something on
slips of ]Inpar and throws them out among the
crowd., They are selzed, and read as followa:
“Everything shall be granted, but for the love of
God let there be no emeufe,” A deputation impro-
vised by the mob was admitted to an audience with
Favre, Trochu, and Ferry.

The Versallles Conference.

Loxnox, Nov. 5.—(8pecial to the V. Y. Tvle-
gram.)—8pecial despatches received in this elty
from our eorreepondent at Versailles countain
further particulars of the negotiations prelimi-
nary to settlement of the reported armistice.
In Thiers' interview with Bismarck on the 2d,
which the former announced subsequently as
Leing perfectly satisfactory, Thiers' announced
his mission to have received the congent of the
PParis authorities, who had accorded him full
powers to treat for a cessation of hostilities on
the basis proposed by England,

To this the Chancellor of the North German
Confederation replied that he was quite pre-
pared to open negotiationg in that direction, if
Thiers would likewise obtain the authority of
the Government of Tours. With this the firvet
interview ended, and Iate at night Bismarck
called upon the French Envoy, when arrauge-
ments were made for a further conference the
following day. On the 84 instant another inter-

‘view occurred between Thiers and Bismarck,

the particulars of which did not transpire, but
the former has since expreszed the livellest
hopes of success,

CIxcixNaTI, Nov. b.—A meeting of the joint
committee on the Newport and Cinclonati
bridge was held yesterday, at which a protest
was read from the Pomeroy Salt Transportation
Company. A committee of three was appolinted
to co-operate with a similar committee from
Pitteburg in the eslection of parties to com-
mence proceedings for an injunction.

A large meeting was held last night at the
rooms of the Chamber of Commerce. Promi-
nent men from Plttsburg and Loulsville were
present. The meeting represented an immense
amount of property.
